Clinic,  two  General  Hospitals,  a  Hospital  for  chronic 
aged  and  sick  female  patients,  and  an  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  held  weekly  at  the  North  Cambridgeshire  Hos¬ 
pital.  Infectious  Diseases  are  accommodated  at  Peter¬ 
borough  and  East  Dereham  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Excellent  Motor  Ambulance  facilities  are  available, 
whilst  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  and  Pathological  and 
Bacteriological  examinations  are  provided  when  necess¬ 
ary. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  duties  connected  with  this  are  carried  out  by  the 
M.O.H.  who  is  a  part-time  officer,  the  Borough  Engin¬ 
eer  and  Surveyor,  the  Borough  Senior  and  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  all  full-time  officers,  together 
with  those  of  the  Council’s  Employees  who  are  specially 
needed  for  sanitary  work. 

Infant  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  weekly 
on  Friday  afternoons,  and  is  well  attended.

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Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1957 

Public  Health  Department, 
Exchange  Square,  Wisbech 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wisbech 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  so  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  health  service  for  the  year  1957.  This 
is  my  first  Annual  Report  since  commencing  my  duties  in  succession  to  Mr.  E.  J.  Sutcliffe  on  the  10th  June, 
1957.  At  the  outset  may  I  be  allowed  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  introduction  which  Mr.  Sutcliffe  gave 
me  to  the  Borough  before  his  ultimate  retirement. 


Public  Health  Acts. 

Day  to  day  public  health  matters  have  been  dealt  with 
in  an  informal  manner,  but  any  items  of  default  have 
been  brought  to  your  notice  for  statutory  action. 

The  Manager  of  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board  has  furnished  regular  monthly  reports  upon  the 
local  drinking  water,  which  continue  to  show  a  high 
standard  of  bacterial  purity. 

It  is  fitting  here  to  remind  you  that  although  water 
mains  are  within  easy  reach  of  the  vast  majority  of 
dwellinghouses,  many  of  the  latter  have  no  piped  supply 
within  the  house.  Similarly  this  particular  type  of  house 
has  no  sink  or  flushing  cistern  to  the  closet. 

The  problem  of  temporary  van  dwellers  remains. 
Although  one  recognises  the  temporary  need  for  the  in¬ 
flux  of  seasonal  workers,  the  task  lies  beyond  this  as 
we  still  experience  shacks  permanently  parked  on  the 
green  droves,  not  being  the  type  desired  on  the  few 
licensed  sites  within  the  Borough. 

Housing  Acts. 

The  progress  of  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  gained 
momentum  during  the  year  by  reason  of  more  new 
houses  being  completed.  It  was  possible  to  deal  with 
several  Clearance  Areas  together  with  Demolition 
Orders  on  individual  dwellinghouses.  Objections  were 
lodged  by  the  owners  of  property  in  three  Clearance 
Areas,  two  of  the  objections  were  against  the  alleged 
unfitness  of  the  properties  whilst  the  other  objection  was 
made  to  oppose  the  subsequent  demolition. 

Activated  by  the  feeling  of  a  forward  movement  in  the 
rehousing  programme,  the  Public  Health  Committee  re¬ 
quested  a  revision  of  the  potential  list  of  sub-standard 
property.  The  experience  gained  in  the  survey  indicates 
that  fairly  frequent  revision  will  be  necessary.  On  the 
one  hand  dwellinghouses  which  are  on  the  borderline  of 
unfitness  may  be  rendered  fit  (particularly  since  the 
advent  of  the  revised  Rent  Act)  or  otherwise  deteriorate 
below  the  recognised  standard. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

It  must  follow  that  some  remark  is  justified  regarding 
the  new  Rent  Act.  The  impact  was  felt  during  the  last 
four  months  of  the  year,  when  landlords  and  tenants  had 
to  negotiate  new  conditions  —  a  higher  rent,  which 
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naturally  incited  the  demand  for  adequate  repairs.  Be¬ 
sides  the  items  which  appear  in  the  recorded  details  much: 
time  was  devoted  to  giving  information  to  the  very 
varied  enquiries. 

Food  Administration. 

This  facet  of  the  duties  must  take  a  high  priority  in  a 
market  town.  Regular  slaughter  of  animals  takes  place 
at  some  or  other  of  the  seven  private  slaughterhouses  on 
six  days  in  each  week,  with  occasional  Sundays  included. 
The  hours  of  slaughter  are  often  prolonged  so  that  a 
certain  amount  of  meat  inspection  is  performed  outside 
normal  working  hours  each  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wed¬ 
nesday  together  with  many  Saturday  afternoons.  The 
‘export’  trade  of  pork  to  Smithfield  has  been  temporarily 
halted  since  April,  but  meat  distribution  reaches  the 
surrounding  areas  of  the  Isle  of  Ely,  Norfolk  and  South 
Lincolnshire. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  draft  regulations  were 
received  setting  out  the  proposed  future  requirements 
for  the  construction,  layout  and  equipment  of  all  future 
slaughterhouses.  Copies  were  sent  to  all  interested  par¬ 
ties,  so  that  early  discussion  could  take  place  with  the 
trade  to  plan  a  future  policy.  One’s  mind  is  directed  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  Group  slaughterhouse  ;  once  the 
Slaughterhouse  Bill  now  passing  through  Parliament 
reaches  the  Statute  Book  we  can  look  forward  to  its 
elimination.  This  particular  premise  was  acquired  to  fill 
a  gap  at  the  cessation  of  control  and  having  served  its 
purpose  can  then  be  forgotten  ;  the  Inspectors  find  it 
most  difficult  to  work  in  and  the  slaughtermen  must  also 
become  frustrated  under  the  dilapidated  conditions. 

Food  hygiene  requires  constant  vigilance  within  all 
types  of  premises.  I  reserve  early  comments  on  the  details 
of  this  branch  of  the  work.  One  thing  that  I  am  already 
convinced  of  is  the  constant  need  for  education  in  food 
hygiene  at  all  levels  from  management  to  the  new  assist¬ 
ant.  The  open-air  market  —  the  hub  of  trade  on  every 
Saturday — will  receive  early  attention;  The  name  of  Wis¬ 
bech  as  a  market  is  well  renowned  and  I  shall  endeavour 
to  impress  upon  traders  the  essentials  of  clean  food 
handling  within  a  code  of  practice  similar  to  that  which 
surrounding  permanent  premises  are  expected  to  attain. 

General. 

Matters  under  the  Factory  Act,  Shops  Act  and  Pet 
Animals  Act  have  been  dealt  with  as  they  have  arisen. 


Rodent  control  has  continued  along  the  same  lines  and 
the  Department  is  available  to  carry  out  free  treatment 
to  domestic  property  and  under  contract  to  business 
premises. 

Regular  surveillance  of  activities  in  the  Port  of  Wis¬ 
bech  have  been  maintained  as  indicated  in  the  statistics. 

I  should  like  to  express  appreciation  for  the  continued 
smooth  running  of  the  Department  to  Mr.  D.  G.  H. 
Bruce  (Additional  Public  Health  Inspector)  and  Mrs. 
Kerridge  and  to  other  Departments  of  the  Borough 
Council,  for  their  active  co-operation. 

Finally  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  patient 
consideration  of  all  subjects  brought  before  them.
